and, F believe, will ſee a Fifth. I confeſs, 
I am pleaſed to find that my Country- 


men have ſtill ſo much Spirit left among 


them, that they ſeem to deteſt all Deſigns, 
whether publick or private, which ſtrike at 
the very Root of Liberty and Property, 
by endeavouring to take from us the Liberty 
of the Preſs. Though ſuch Methods were 
taken during the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, 
that none of the Bookſellers in We eftminſter- 


Hall durſt publickly expoſe to Sale my Me- 


moirs of the Life and Character of the late 
Earl of Orrery, and the Family of the 
Boyles, I very much queſtion whether thoſe 
Methods prevented the Sale of two hundred 
Books. The Deſign of taking away the 
Liberty of the Preſs, is ſo very mean, ſo 
wicked, and ſo odious, that 1 find no. People 
care to confeſs, that they ever had, or ſtill 


| haye, * ſuch Deſi 89 but I may, perhaps, 
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at a proper Seaſon, lay before the Publick 
ſeveral plain Matters of Fact, together 
with inconreſtable Proofs of thoſe Matters 
of Fatt, by which, I believe it will appear, 
even to a Demonſtration, whether there has, 
or has not been ſuch a Deſign, 
Txoven ſuch à Deſigu is highly wicked, 
whether carried on by Tories, or by Men 
who call ' themſelves Whiggs, yet I ſhall 
make no Scruple to ſay, that it is much moſt 
infamous, and moſt likely to ſucceed, vhen 
cartied on by the latter: The Men called 
Tories; have been ſo confidently charged 
with holding ſome Principles contrary to Li- 
berty, that whenever they are in Power; 
a great Number of the true Lovers of Li- 
berty are upon their Guard againſt them. 
On the contrary, moſt Men who call them- 
ſelves Whiggs, have made ſuch loud, and 
conſtant Profeſſions, in Behalf of ' Liberty; 
that a good Part of the World believed them 
kncere : Should ſuch Men therefore ever un- 
; B 2 dertake 
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dextake to deſtroy Liberty and Property, 
the Danger would be, leſt they ſhould ac- 
compliſh their Deſign before a great many 
honeſt Men would even ſuſpect what they 
were about. In ſhort, 1 take Liberty to be 
in as much more Danger from a pretended 
Whige, than from a reputed Tory; as the Life 
of s brave Man may be more eaſily taken from 
him by the Dagger of an Aſſaſſus, than by 
the Sword of an pen Euemy In the latter 
Caſe, he ſtands upon his Guard, and has, ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, fair Play for his Life; in 
the other Caſe, the Villain has commonly 
teached his Heart, before he was aware of 
him; ſo that he can only fetch a Groan, and

1A CANNOT, however, omit ſay ing in this 
Nlace, That having at preſent converſed with 
ſome of the wiſeſt and greateſt Men of all 
Denominations and Parties, I have, to my 
great Surprize, found that their Notions of 
Government have been entirely the ſame: 
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They have every one of them expreſſed the 
ſame Affection for their Country, the ſame 
Love of Liberty, and the ſame Deteſtation 
and Abhorrence of Saver). 


I HALL ll wi no gauge to pro- 
nounce, that the honeſt and ſenſihie Part of

{ure likewiſe to obſerve, that no Engliſh-

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man is ſo much a Fool, as to fancy, that he 
is no way concerned in the Contents of that 
Letter, becauſe they chiefly relate to ſuch 
Oppreſſions as I have ſuffered. However 
worthleſs I am, the ſame Methods which are 
taken to ruin me, (if they paſs uncen ſured 
and wyexpoſed,) may one Day be employed 
to deſtroy the beſt and moſt valuable Men 
in Great Britain. None of my Fellow- 
Subjects can tell, hut what is 2 Caſe to 
Day, may be his own to Morrow. It is cer- 
tainly high Time for every Engliſbman to 
look about him, and to conſider upon how 
bleſſed a Foot his own Liberty and Proper- 
y ſtand, when his aeæt Nezghbour's Houſe 
is already on Fire. A Latin Poet, who 
was looked upon to be one of the wiſeſt 
and. greateſt Men of the Age in which he 
lived, expreſly lays it down to us as a 
Maxim.

Troucn it is but about a Month ago 


that my laſt Letter to you was publiſhed, yet 
ſince the Publication of that Letter, my 


Friends are of Opinion, that ſo barbarous an 
Attempt, in. direct Defiance of the Law, 
has been made both upon my Life and Li- 
berty, that I ought to acquaint the World 


with it: 1 ſhall therefore, without far- 


ther Ceremony, give you a plain Account 
of it, and am fully perſwaded, that you will 


think this little Pamphlet a proper Second 
Part to my Firſt Letter, 


HavixG put myſelf, as 1 thought, out of 
the Power of ſuch Perſons as were purſuing 
me for pretended Debts, and taken the beft 
Methods I could to ſecure myſelf againſt 
any future Attacks of that Nature, I took 
Lodgings about a Month fince near the Co/d 
Bath, into which I went every Day, being 
adviſed fo to do, as the beſt Method I could 
take; to recoyer the Uſe of my Limbs, which 


B 4 I had 
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1 had loſt during my Jong, and I think, 1 
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may ſay, moſt unjuſt Confinement. I was 
informed from ſeycral Hands, that ſome 
People were thoroughly alarmed to fear 
had recovered. my Liberty, notwithſtanding 
all the unprecedented Methods which had 
been uſed to run me into a Goal, and to keep 
me there as long as I lived : I muſt confeſs, 


however, that I thought myſelf pretty ſecure 


againſt. any future Attempts, to ſeize and 
confine my Per ſon, for any pretended Debts; 


but upon the 26th of Auguſt laſt, being on a 


Saturday, and about One o' Clock in the 
Afternoon, three ſhabby Fellows, a Bailiff and 


his two Followers, came into my Lodgings, 


and told me they had a Writ againſt me from 
the Sheriff of Middleſex. I demanded to ſee 
their Writ, and upon Peruſal of it, found it 
was for a pretended Debt of thirty Pounds, 


at the Suit of a Perſon to whom 1 do not 
owe that Sum; and who, I humbly con- 
ceive, has no legal Right to ſue me for one 


. 1 told the Bailiff thus much ; and 


that 
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that I was very well aſſured the Man whoſe 
Name I faw in the Writ durſt not look me 
in the Face, and affirm that I owed him 


thirty Pounds ; I added, however, that I 


was ſenſible it was none of his Buſineſs to en- 
quire into all'the Particulars of this Affair, and 
therefore I only defired to know if he could 
read Engliſh '? The Fellow told me he could: 
Upon which, I deſired he would read the 
Words at the Bottom of his own Warrant, 
which as is uſual in all Warrants taken out 
of the Sheriff's Office, were to this Effect: 
Before you arreſi the Defendants, beware 
they are not Embaſſadours, or Embaſſadours 
Servants 5 or any oiherwiſe privileged o or 


protefied.] AB © 


: When the Fellow had read theſe Words, 
| | told him that his Warrant no ways af- 
ected me; and, to convince him that it 
did not, I acquainted him, that I was the 
preſent Earl of Orrery's SECRETARY, and 
ſhewed him his Lordſhip's Protection of my 
Per ſon as ſach, under his own Hand and 


Seal. 
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Seal. The late Earl of Orrery had ſometimes 
tuo Secretaries; but was never without one. 
The preſent Earl gave me this Protection 
when he conſtituted me his Secretary, about 
half a Year ſince, to the End that T might 
not be moleſted and hindered from ſerving 
him. The Fellow told me, he did not know 
whether what I ſhewed him was the Earl 
of Orrery's Hand and Seal. I replied, I 
might as well doubt whether what he ſhewed 
me was the Sheriff's Warrant; however, I 
told him, that in order to give him full Sa- 
tisfaction, I would, if he pleaſed, ſend my 
Servant either with himſelf, or one of his 
Followers, to his Lordſhip's Chaplain, or 
to his Servants at his Houſe in Downing- 
Street. The Bailiff faid, he would ſend to 
the Plaintiff; and that then he ſhould know 
what he had to do. I told him, I was very 
ſure that the Man whom he called the Plain- 
tf, would not have the Impudence to ap- 
pear, and tell me to my Face that I owed 
him thirty Pounds becauſe there were ſome

I did not. He pretended, however, to ſend 


to the Plaintiff; - and that the Plaintiff ſent

I muſt own, Sir, the 
Name of Newgate made me immediately re-

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fie& upon ſome certain Stories which I haye 
heard. If that Place is not moſt horridly be- 
lied, there has, at leaſt in former T; imes, been 
more than one Murder committed within its 
Walls: I have been credibly informed, that 
when Mr. B —ge was there, he told a 
Member of a certain Committee, (and wept 
while he ſpoke to him) that if ſome People 
did but ſuſpe& he was going to rell Tales, he 
mould not live till the next Morning. 
Upon theſe Reflections, I rather choſe to go 
wherever thoſe Fellows, who had me in 
their Power, thought fit to convey me, than 
to be ſhut up in Newgate.

Reaſons not to like the Place I was in, I 
called the Woman of the Houſe, acquainted 
her with my Caſe, and that I could neither 
find the Bailiff or the Plaintiff, to ſerve the 
Judge's Summons upon them: I told her, 
I was locked up in her Houſe directly con- 
traty to Law, and in open Defiance of 2 
late Actaf Parliament T thefore demands 
ed my Liberty, offered to pay for, what 41 
had had in her Houſe; and told her, if ſhe 
kept me any longer under Conſinement, ſne 
might, perhaps, be called to an Account 
A for 
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for it. In anſwer to this, ſhe told me re. 
ſolutely, that ſince the Bailiꝶ, who was 
her Friend, had locked me up, ſhe and 
her Turn- Key would take Care to keep me 
that Night. I found now I muſt ſpend the 
Night in the filthy Place where I was con. 
fined; but, for particular Reaſons, was in no 
great haſte to retire to my Chamber. I kept 
ſome Perſons with me, who were content to 
drink ſuch Liquor as my Landlady gave us, 
as long as I decently, could; and obliged my 
Landlady ber ſelf, for a particular Reaſon, 
to drink with us. The Doctrine ſhe thought 
fit to inculcate to us, was, that Bailiffs were 
Fools if they did not ſtand: by one another; 
and that, if they could but be rue to one 
another, they might manage Gentlemen well 
enough, in ſpite of the late Act of Parlia- 
ment: That a Bailiff, who underſtood his 
Buſineſs, need not care a Fig for the fr/t 
or the /econd Summons of a Judge; but that 
upon his third Summons, indeed, he ought 
to go to him, and hear what he had to ſay.

Brides; and who, 
I believe I may aver, does not owe twenty 
Shilliogs i in the World : Befides what he gets 
himſelf, his Wife is an eminent Midwife, and 
has as much Buſineſs in her Way, as moſt of 
her Profeſſion in all London. I propoſed 
this Man, and his Only Son for my two Bail: 
His Son has kept a Shop, and lived in a Houſe 
ſeparate from his Father, in the fame Pariſh, 
for about eight Years. The Young Fellow is 
free both of the Goldſmiths, and the Silk- 
Weavers Company: He married a very good 
Woman ſome Years ſince, with whom he had 
about four hundred Pounds, has neyer 
had a Child, and is not in Debt.

Sum. I now plainly ſaw, that the People

'To 
what End this Deſign was laid, I ſhall not 
pretend to determine : I reſolved, however, - 
to baulk it; and therefore, upon the Bailiff*s 
refuſing one of my Bail, I immediately of. 
fered him another very ſubſtantial Tradeſ-

Upon my telling him, I believed my 
Attorney's Clerk was very capable of filling up 
4 common Bail-Bond, if he was not interrupt- 
ed in his Buſineſs, he immediately replied, 
What, doſft thou pretend to underſtand any 
Thing of Buſmeſs ? What, a MAD Man! He 
told the Bailiff that he had heen a great deal 
too fayourable to me; and that he ought to 
have carried me directly to Nemgate, and to 
have locked me up there. He told me, that 
if I intended to inſiſt upon my Privilege, as 
the Earl of Orrery's Secretary, I ſhould not 
pretend to. give any Bail, but that T ought

Laſtly, 
he took upon him to affirm, that he was very

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Wen Sleeping, You cannot but obſerve, 
Sir, that if I had offered Bail, and had my
